Flights Inaugurated Today 


WASHINGTON WV-Under personal escort of Postmaster General 


Summerfield, the three-cent letter and the two-cent postcard took to the 
air today in the big experiment of flying surface first class mail be- 
tween major American cities. 


Flights between Washington and 


Chicago and between Chicago and 
New York inaugurated the Post 
Office Department's tests. 


At Washington's National Air- 


port Summerfield boarded the first 
plane. Chicago bound, after assert- 
ing that the occasion was a mo- 
mentous one. 


Similar ceremonies were in pro- 


gress during the morning at the 
Chicago and New York airports. 


On the first flight between these 


cities, the plane carried 500 copies, 
each of all daily newspapers pub- 
lished in Washington, Baltimore, 
Richmond, N«w York and Chica- 


go for unprecedented quick Inter- 
city delivery. 


Postal officials said they hoped 


eventually to Include regular news- 
paper bundles in the new service. 


United, American, Trans-World

President Asks U.S. to 
Strive for World Peace 
Must Build, Pay for Arms 
To Assure Safety, He Says

trymen today to strive faithfully for "a firm and just and durable 
peace" lest the world slip into its other alternative—"terror and death" 
through H-bomb warfare.

Sketches Situation 


Eisenhower addressed a church 


women's assembly and, In broad 
outline, sketched the world situa- 
tion as he sees it and the course 
to be followed if the world is to 
avert the threat of "sudden and 
mass destruction, erasure of cities, 
windrows of unidentified dead, the 
possible doom of every nation and 
society." 


On the one hand, he said, Rus- 


sia—the mysteries of the atom 
known to her—is increasing its 
stockpiles of, destructive weapons 
"compelled by its purpose of world 
domination." 


On the other hand, the 
free 


world, with "unbreakable will to 
preserve its freedom and securi- 
ty," is "forced to concentrate on 
building such stores of armaments 
as can deter any attack. . . ." 


In this situation, you and I— 


every person of faith everywhere 
—must with persistence work to- 
wards that enlightenment of the 
world'? peoples which alone can 
show us the way to lasting and 
full peace." 


Depicts Air Power 


WJien Eisenhower spoke of the 


threat of atomic war. and "weap 
ons of inconceivable power," he 
observed that long-range planes 
could bring it to American homes 


He went on to depict the mass 


destruction there might be in the 
world. 


"This titanic forc»«must be re 


duced to the fruitful service of 
mankind; If it is within the power 
of your leaders, with God's help, 
it will be done." 


Eisenhower flew to Atlantic City 


this morning .to address the sixth 
national assembly of th» United 


Church Women of the National 
Council of Churches of Christ. 


Eisenhower's discussions of the 


horrors of atomic'war came just 
six days after he told' his news 
conference he planned to 'make a 
rank report on the new dangers 
confronting the free world since 
Russia demonstrated its ability to 
touch off a hydrogen explosion. 


Trace First 


The President stressed that "a 
irm and just and durable peace" 


must come before atomic energy 
can be devoted to peaceful use. 
He added: 


"Such a p e a c e , cannot be 


achieved suddenly by force, by 
edict or by treaty. It can come 
only slowly and tortuously. It will 
not be won by dark threats or 
glittering slogans. It will be born 
only of courage, knowledge, pa- 
tience, leadership.

WASHINGTON UP>—Sec- 


retary of State Dulles said to. 
day the United States is dis- 
cussing with Britain, France 
and West Germany the possi- 
bility of giving Russia assur- 
ances against revival of Ger- 
man aggression. 


Dulles also told a news confer- 


ence that the United States, in its 
search for solutions to East-West 
conflicts in the atomic age, would 
be glad to give Russia assurances 
that it-would not use cither Korea 
or Austria for aggressive purposes. 


In response to other questions, 


Dulles told reporters that recent 
evidences of the Kremlin attitude 
toward getting along with the rest 
of the world have not been en- 
couraging. 


Cite* Response 


He cited in this respect Russia's 


.negative response to Western pro- 
posals for an Oct. 15 meeting on 
Germany and Austria, as well as 
Red China's refusal to reply to 
American proposals,for setting up 
Korean political conferences. 


With respect to Inquries about 


the possibility of no-called 
"top 


level talks" 
involving President 


Eisenhower and Prime Minister 
Churchill and -eventually Soviet 
Premier Malenkov, as well as 
French Premier Lanlel. 
Dulles 


said he was not' aware of any de- 
velopments. London reports hav« 
indicated "Churchill, back from a 
long rest, was renewing1 Big Four 
moves. 


"' 
No Treaties , 


Dulles- made clear that in talk- 


ing, about .non-aggression assur- 
ances to Russia,' this .government 
does • not' have in mind any sweep* 
ing treaty proposal and that it 
would never consider underwrit- 
ing, in . any such ' arrangement, 
Russia's hold on the satellite coun- 
tries of 'eastern Europe. 


•Sen. Knowland.of California, the 


Senate majority leader, had de« 
clarcd Monday that he would fa- 
vor a non-aggression pact only if 
Russia- first permitted free elec- 
tions in the satellite countries. 
Dulles was asked about this view. 


Dulles quoted a speech he made 


several weeks ago to the^ United 
Nations to demonstrate that he had 
already taken a position on this 
point. He quoted himself as say- 
ing that no pence can be enduring 
which violates the concept of gov- 
ernment resting upon the free 
consent of the, people. 


Stevenson'* Views 


Adlal Stevenson, the 1952 Dem- 


ocratic presidentlalvcandidate, pro- 
posed last month in a Chicago 
speech that mutual non-aggression 
assurances be tendered. Stevenson 
said: "If the Soviet Union rejects 
assurance of non-aggression, if the 
Red Army will not withdraw be- 
hind Its borders, if an Austrjan 
peace treaty and German unifi- 
cation arc impossible except on 
the Soviet's terms, then we will 
at least have cleared the air." 


Knowland took note of Steven- 


son's proposal In saying Monday 
that he would oppose any pact 
guaranteeing Russia's borders un- 
less the 'Russians agreed in ad- 
vance to ,free elections in "their 
satellite nations. 


WASHINGTON UP)—Atty. Gen. Brownell today an- 


nounced a round-up of six additional officials of the Commu- 
nist party. The arrests were made by FBI agents in 
Cleveland, Lorain and Steubenville, Ohio, and Newark, N. J. 


In addition, the announcement 


said a detainer had been placed 
against another party functionary 
now serving time In the Ohio 
State Penitentiary at.Columbus for 
fictitious .car registration. 


All of those involved were de- 


scribed as now holding or having 
held positions In the Communist 
party apparaltin in the Midwest. 


All were cnarged 
under th« 


Smith Act with conspiracy to ad- 
vocate the violent overthrow of the 
U. S. government.. 


Total of »8 


The new move represents a con- 


tinued effort to get into custody 
MeontMtrtnf Itadtra of th« party 


for prosecution similar to that 
which resulted in prison sentences 
for the 11 top leaders of the party 
in 1949. 


To date, a total of 98 party offi- 


cials have been arrested or de- 
tained, beginning with the arrest 
of the 11 in 1948.

Last year the Lee county soil 


testing laboratory 
tested 
7,404 


samples of soil for acidtly, phos- 
phorus and potassium. This repre- 
sented 24,605 acres on 886 farms. 


The revolts of these tests pro- 


jected over the 307,220 acres of 
arable land and plow-able pasture 
give the following results: 


One hundred forty-six thousand 


nine hundred seventy-one acres 
need two to five tons of limestone 
for a total of 369,45(1. tons for an 
eight to 10 year period. 


One hundred and three thousand 


two hundred seventy-seven acres 
are 'deficient in potash and need 
18.704 tons of 0-0-50 for a four year 
period. 


Three hundred and seventy-three 


thousand three hundred ninety 


acres are deficient in phosphate 
and need 59,424 tons of 0-20-0 for a 
four year period, or 157,895 tons of 
rock phosphate for an eight to. 10 
year period.

different parts of the same farm 
was great.

Wind and w a t e r erosion can 


caute heavy »oll losses during the 
fall, winter and early spring after 
fall plowing. 


Fall plowing may also cause 


plant nutrients to be lost in the 
drainage water. This is particular- 
ly true of nitrogen if plowing is 
done when the soil temperature is 
above 50 degrees fahrenheit. At 
this temperature the soil micro- 
organisms 
readily convert 
the 


plant nitrogen into nitrate nitrogen 
jn the form that does ^nove readily 
with soil water. 


Fall plowing may also decrease 


nitrogen fixation. The quantity of 
nitrogen that nodulated legumes 
add to the soil depends in part on 
the amount of growth the legumi- 
nous crop is able to make. If the 
legume is plowed under the same 
year in which it is seeded, early 
fall plowing will prevent the plants 
from fixing the maximum amount 
of nitrogen.

Fool Experts; 
Remain High 


URBANA-The poultry ml*er 1» 


having a good year in 1983—better 
than most "experts" 
expected. 


Better, in fact, than many farm 
economists can explain. 


Emer Broadbent, poultry mar- 


keting specialist at the University 
of Illinois, says egg prices have 
been high than normal this year, 
and they have stayed higher over 
a longer period. 


This has been true despite the 


fact that egg production has been 
comparatively high all year and 
10 per cent more eggs were pro- 
duced in August than in the av- 
erage August of the past 10 years. 
Besides 
that, 
Broadbent 
says, 


meat supplies have been larger, 
and meat is usually considered a 
competitor of eggs. 


Broadbent's explanation is that 


some new uses have been devel- 
oped for eggs. In addition, many 
consumers have become accustom- 
ed to high-quality eggs and are 
actually eating more, than they 
did. 
Also, processors of frozen 


eggs started buying so late last 
spring that they were not able to 
get enough- "breaker" eggs except 
by competing at "quality" shell 
egg prices. 


The net result has been that 


poultrymen have had higher net 
earnings than they had a year 
ago. Their costs have stayed about 
the same, while both volume and 
prices have gone up. 


Lohse with the directors from 
each township act as an advisory 
group.

Wormy Pigs Cost 
More Time, Feed 


URBANA—It will cost you from 


three to four more bushels of corn 
to raise a wormy pig, says Dr. N. 
D. Levine. veterinarian on the staff 
at the University of Illinois college 
of veterinary medicine. 


In addition, it may take you an 


extra month to get wormy pigs to 
market weight, Dr. Levine says. 


The key to raising worm-free 


pigs is to farrow them under sani- 
tary conditions and then keep them 
clean. Recommended in Illinois 
is the McLean county system of 
swin sanitation, which suggests: 


1. Put the sows in farrowing pens 


that have been thoroughly cleaned. 


2. Wash the sows' udders before 


you put them in the pens. Worm 
eggs are often found in the dirt 
clinging to the udder and may be 
passed on to the pigs when they 
suckle. 
v 


3. Haul the sows and litters to 


pasture rather than letting them 
run down the same lane you have 
used year after year. The young 
pigs can easily pick up worm eggs 
from the dirt in the lane. 


4. Use rotation pasture on ground 


that did not have pigs running on 
it the year before. 


Preventing parasite infestations 


by this sanitation program will do 
double duty by preventing other 
swine diseases. Dr. Levine asserts.

Today 
Marvin's father, John, is an ardent 
believer of soil conservation. And, 
although now retired and living 
in town, he continues to make stu- 
dies of soil conservation practices. 


The farm had -always been fer- 


tile: a good producer and means of 
livelihood. Three years ago Mar- 
vin's father saw no reason for op- 
erating the place any differently. 


Soil Washed Away 


But Marvin saw good topsoil be- 


ing washed down the creek year 
after year. He decided to do some- 
thing about it. 


By contacting the Ogle County 


Soil Conservation District Board he 
got assistance in planning the 
needed soil conservation practices. 


The board sent soil scientists and 


surveyors to the Gatz Farm. Tests 
were made of the soil. The land 
was surveyed to determine the 
slope, and suggestions were given 
Marvin about terracing and contour 
plowing to control water erosion. 


Bad Gully 


A bad gully running through a 


cornfield was the source of water 
drainage for 350 acres of another 
farmer's land. A heavy rain would 
wash a great amount of fertile soil 
away. 


Recently with the help of Ogle 


County Conservationist John Con- 
roy. Marvin and his father con- 
structed a large 20-foot notch dam. 
This was necessary before the slop- 
ing fields could be terraced or con- 
toured. The dam now stabilizes the 
waterway through the field and 
prevents further erosion. 


The large dam was constructed 


over a period of three days with 
Marvin and his father working 
alongside a 
contractor's 
crew. 


Total cost of the structure, because 
of the father and son doing a large 
portion of the work, was $700. A 
survey of the dam site made by 
the Soil Conservation Service cost 
the Gatzcs nothing. 


A Good Living 


Marvin feeds all his grain pro- 


duction to his 110 head of beef 
steers and heifers and his 200 
head of swine. 


This means a. good living /or the 


Gatz family. But what Marvin is 


primarily interested in is to see i hence it will bo a source of good 
the soil kept fertile so that 20 years | living for his children.

World Diplomacy Has Need of 


Its Own Private Forum 


A lot of initial alarm was voiced when Leter Pearson, 


Canada's secretary of state for external affairs, suggested 
that international dealings might get further through "old- 
fashioned diplomacy" than through completely publicized 
United Nations sessions of one sort or another. 


This sounded to some people like a call for the return, 


to secret covenants and all the other trappings of the old- 
style diplomats who padded softly around the capitals of the 
world; deciding the fate of nations behind closed doors. 


Actually, however, a careful look at Pearson's remarks 


discloses little cause for alarm, but instead a considerable 
amount of good sense. 
First of all, he did not propose either that the UN as 


such be scrapped, or that public sessions of the UN be aban- 
doned. He merely, suggested that the UN "has or should 
have a private as well as a public face. There should be op- 
portunities here for other than public appearances. 
• 
•

The nub of his complaint is this: 


"' 
"It is not'essential, indeed, it is often harmful, for the 


negotiation of policy always to be conducted in glass houses 
which are often too tempting a target for brickbats. It is 
all too easy to strike attitudes in public, only to find later 
that we are stuck with them. Open diplomacy now tends to 
become frozen diplomacy." 
• - Pearson is here speaking.a fact known to most practiced 
negotiators, in'whatever field, the world over. If men on 
opposite sides of an issue are compelled to state a decisive 
position publicly, then .they cannot easily retreat publicly 
from the stand they have taken. 


When the issue is a bargaining matter, their first offer 


tends to become their final offer. 
They are left no room 


for real bargaining, for accepting anything less than they 
have firmly declared they must have. 


Anyone familiar with the course of important labor 


disputes in this country knows they are not settled in public. 
The final agreement, a patchwork of concessions from both 
sides, is usually hammered out around a table in private. 
Sometimes the disputants are in separate rooms, and only a 
neutral mediator knows how much each side is prepared to 
yield. 


It is the same in most all human negotiations. Men and 


governments do not relish the loss of face, and possibly sta- 
ture, that comes with having to back down in public. Any 
system of world diplomacy, which does not hardly hope to 
produce effective world solutions. 


In every utterance in diplomatic negotiation on the great 


world problems must be spoken in the reporter's hearing and 
before the camera's eye, then, as Pearson suggests, it simply 
means our statesmen will be continuously caught in a series 
of rigid poses, like the figures in a waxworks. And really 
fruitful action will be about as likely as a dance in the wax 
museum. 


Owl—My Aching Ear! 


There's a good deal of rather familiar noise emerging 


these days from wherever the British Labor party happens 
to foregather. Mostly it's anti-American. It seems we. not 
the Russians, are responsible for world tensions. We're too 
rigid, we unwisely insist on demonstrations of good faith, 
and so on. 


It isn't easy to deal politely with this silly chatter, espe- 


cially since it so often represents a sadly inaccurate reading 
of recent history. Perhaps the most charitable thing that can 
be said about it is that it reflects the behavior of a political 
party desperately searching for an idea. 


The Labor party today, confronted by recent successes 


on the part of the ruling Conservatives have no program. 
Within Britain, they cannot decide what to be for and what 
to be against. So they are taking a time-honored way out of 
the dilemma—attacking "outsiders," in this case, Americans. 
On this, they can seem to be united and positive. But it's an 
optical illusion, and it's also painful to the ear.

maintain the Integrity of an old, typical union of the A. F. of L. 
the International Longshoremen's Association. 
The ILA had been 


klckced out of the A. F. of L. and a charter had been issued to a new 
union intended to absorb the members of the ILA. 


Two days later, the New York 


police seized big armuls of two-by- 
two sticks, about three feet long, 
and actual baseball bats, about 50 
deadly weapons altogether.

Green Tomatoes 


Green tomatoes may take the 


place of cucumbers for making 
seveial kinds of pickles and rel- 
ishes. This fact becomes even more i 
impoitant when a hard early frost 
kills cucumber and tomato vines 
but leaves the less sensitive green 
tomatoes in good condition. Gieen 
tomatoes may be dilled whole, just ( 
as you would cucumbeis They are 
also good as sweet, sliced pickles, 
pickle relish and canned, brined 
pickles.

Gather Vegetables 


Why not gather the vegetables 


from your garden 
before Jack 


Frost takes them? Here's a picca- 
lilli which makes a nice, spicy rel- 
ish. It may be just what you need 
to use those last-of-the-season veg- 
etables. This makes about 3 pints. 
Use 4 cups chopped green toma- 
toes, 2 medium-sized sweet red 
peppers, 
2 medium-sized green 


peppers, 2 large mild onions, 1 
small head of cabbage. 
All the 


vegetables are to be chopped. Cov- 
er the mixture of vegetables with 
J,£ cup of salt, and let stand over- 
night. In the morning, press the 
mixture in a clean, white cloth to 
remove all possible liquid. Add 2 
cups (or 1 Ib.) of brown sugar, 3 
cups of vinegar, 1 teaspoon mus- 
tard or 2 tablespoons of mixed 
pickle spices, and simmer until 
clear. Pack relish into clean, hot, 
sterile jais, being suie to fill the 
jars to the top. Then seal tightly. 
* * * 


Kitchen Plan 


Last week I discussed how to 


score your kitchen plan. This score 
card comes from a bulletin en- 
titled Kitchen Planning Standards 
available from Small Homes Coun- 
cil at the University of Illinois. 
' A second area of this score card 


discusses distances between appli- 
ances. This is also known as the 
"work triangle." How much dis- 
tance is there between the center 
front of your sink and the center 
front of the range? If it is below 
3 feet, no points are gained: if it 
is 3-4 feet, score 2 points; if it is 
4 to 6 feet, score 5 points, if is 6 
to 8 feet, score 2 points and if 
over 8 feet, again no points can be 
gained. 


What is the distance that is best 


between center front of sink and 
the center front of the refriger- 
ator? Again, if it is below 3 feet, 
no points are scored; if it is 3 to 
4 feet, 2 points scored; 4 to 7 feet, 
score 5 points; 7 to 9 feet of dis- 
tance gams only 2 points, while 
over 9 feet gains no points. 


What is the distance between the 


center front of your range and 
center front of your refrigerator? 
The best distance is between 4 to 
9 feet—this scores 5 points; if it is 
9 to 11 feet, only 2 points are 
scored; if it is between 4 feet or 
over 11 feet, only 2 points are 


scored, if is is below 4" feet or over 
11 feet, no points are scored. 


Last of all measure the sum of 


the distances between the three 
appliances (work triangle). Ideal' 
ly. it should be between 12 to 20 
feet in total distance; and if so. 5 
points can be scored. If it is 20 to 
22 feet total, 2 points can be gain 
cd. If your woik tuangle is below 
12 feet or over 22 feet, no poults 
can be scored. 


Of course the higher your kit- 


chen scores the better it. is plan- 
ned, or the more efficient it should 
be. Theie always needs to be some 
peisonal ideas inserted, however, 
so that it is always YOUR person 
al kitchen. Many people may .find 
a score caid a line guide to eval- 
uate a new kitchen plan, or it Is a 
place to start when you are con 
sideling that job of remodeling.

Come." Clark retires Oct. 31. 


His successor is Gen. John E. 


Hull. 


Clark and his wife leave Wednes- 


day for San Francisco and then 
Washington where, at his own re- 
quest. Clark will be retired.

Indian officer in Korea said today 
that Indian troops would not at- 
tempt to halt a mass breakout of 
anti-Communist war prisoners be- 
cause of the "terrible slaughter" 
that would follow. 


Lt. Gen. K. S. Thlmayya made 


the statement at a news confer- 
ence even as thousands Jammed 
streets in the South Korean capital 
of Seoul in a demonstration against 
Indians guarding POWs who have 
refused to go home. 


It also came 
amid 
renewed 


threats by South Korean leaders 
to drive out the Indians, whom 
they denounce as pro-Communist. 


India Is chairman of the five- 


nation repatriation commission. 


Thimayya said, "We are- not 


concerned if South Korea threatens 
us because we have the huge U.N. 
command" and Communist forces 
"ut our disposal." 


He said the U.N. command was 


responsible for preventing South 
Korean troops from entering the 
neutral zone to attack 
Indian 


forces. 


Asked if the 5.300 Indian troops 


guarding the POWs would try to 


quell a mass escape attempt, Thi- 
mayya answered with a flat "ho." 


The Indians put down—but not 


v/ithout bloodshed—two attempted 
breakouts by anti-Communist pris- 
oners during riotous demonstra- 
tions last week. Three prisoners 
were killed and 10 wounded. 


Thimayya did not comment on a 


letter sent him today by Gen. Mark 
W. Clark in which the retiring Far 
East commander said the United 
Ntaions will not waver from the 
principle of freedom of choice for 
the 23,000 anti-Communist prison- 
ers in Indian custody. 


Thimayya said it was "highly 


likely" that the long-delayed inter- 
viewing of the balky POWs would 
begin next Tuesday. 


Allied and 
Communist 
teams 


were to begin meeting Sept. 26 
with the prisoners in an attempt 
to persuade them to return home, 
but a dispute over facilities for 
the interviews forced postpone- 
ment. 


Thimayya said the "explana- 


tions" could begin as soon as the 
U.N. command finishes temporary 
interview booths demanded by the 
Communists, TW UNC said the 
job 'would take about seven days.

Jury Indicts 
11 Persons 


OREGON — Sixteen indictments 


were returned Monday by the 
Ogle county Grand Jury against 
11 persons, including the four 
Michigan youths who twice tried 
to break out of the county jail. 


The four youths were indicted 


on counts of larceny, burglaily, 
and attempted jailbreak. They in- 
clude David Rodgers, 18, Joseph 
Cousino, 20, William Halt, 16, and 
Dale Lance, 17. all of White Cloud, 
Mich. 


They were arrested Aug. 26 for 


burglaries of a Franklin Grove 
gas station and a Daysvillc gro- 
cery. On two occasions, fellow 
prisoners in the county jail thwart- 
ed their attempts at jailbreak. 


Also indicted for, attempted jail- 


break were Alvin Sarver. a trans- 
ient, and John Williams, Oregon. 
In addition, Sarver was charged 
with vagrancy. 


Jack Sawders, alias Robert King, 


former agent at the Chicago. Mil- 
waukee, St, Paul, »and Pacific rail- 
road station in Forrcston, was in- 
dicted for embezzlement, confi- 
dence game, larceny, and attempt- 
ed jailbreak. 


He allegedly fled Aug. 11 after

Then about his young second baseman, Billy Martin, 


who broke up the ball game with a hit and tied the rec- 
ord of 12 hits in a world series: 


"He's developed into the greatest second baseman 


in the world. I started out with him as a raw kid in 
Oakland and he came back and made me a bigger man 
than I ever was." 


With his famous wink, he continued: 
"Almost made a wrong decision, didn't I," refer- 


ring to his lifting starter Whitey Ford in favor of ace 
Allie Reynolds in the ninth. 


"I come in with Reynolds with a two-run lead. Then 


that guy Dodger outfielder Carl Furillo who hit a game 


tieing home run bangs one. Put me to thinking." 


Wasn't Tired 


Ford confided that he wasn't tired when he was 


lifted and, as a matter of fact, was a little annoyed. 


"But the manager knew what he was doing," 


Whitey shrugged. "He was right as he has been for the 
last five years." 


Reynolds said, "that home run Furillo hit off me 


wasn't a strike. Maybe I just didn't have as much stuff 
on that one as the pitch before when he fouled into the 
seats. That one was a fast ball in the strike zone." 


Despite their personal feeling for Martin, the entire 


Brooklyn squad voiced praise for the spindly-legged in- 
fielder.

"It was that blankety-blank .250 hitter that beat

Eight Years After Death, 
Pyle Is Still Remembered

NEW YORK (JWThe din of the 


second World War is dying in the 
distance of time as the world 
wheels on to fresh woes and wars 
and new truces. 
Many of tho 


heroes of the great conflict are 
slowly being forgotten. 


But Ernie Pyle, the man, has be- 


come a legend, and the years have 
put no tarnish on the luster of his 
name and fame. People in thou- 
sands of homes across America 
still cherish scrapbooks in which 
they pasted his stories, and- they 
still get them out and read them. 


Why are they so loyal- to him 


eight years -after his death?' I 
think it is because he was so loyal 
to them, and. their sons, brothers, 
fathers or sweethearts in uniform 
during his lifetime. He was the 
greatest typewriter tourist guide 
in history. Nobody'before him. or 
since lias ever been able to take 
the home folks by the heart and 
lead them up to the front and 
realize the hell their loved ones 
were going through. 


In a National Newspaper Week 


ceremony Monday they put up a 
plaque at his old sschool, Indiana 
University, in his memory. Ernie 
became the ninth of America's 
famous newspapermen so honored 
by Sigma Delta Chi, professional 
journalistic fraternity. 


His old friend, Gen. Omar Nel- 


son Bradley, paid him tribute in 
the main address, and Ernl« would 
have liked that. But if Pyle, the 
little man who wasn't there could 
have heard the praise he would 
probably have chuckled later in 
the general's ear, "Brad, you're 
never going to get anywhere until 
you pull yourself together and 
learn to quit telling such whop 
pers." 


For Ernie wouldn't have been 


able to keep his elfin face sober at 
the ceremony, particularly a cere 
mony honoring himself. He always 
thought people managed to make 
themselves ' look 
ridiculous 
on 


solemn occasions — like bears rid' 
ing 'bicycles. Yet he had a vast 
sense of the true dignity of man. 


For all his fun and warmth and 
sympathy, his own skinny Ill- 
pound frame had an unshakeable 
dignity.'and all you had to do WM 
to see the purpose in his blue eye* 
to be aware of It. And that gave 
the real power to his writing. 


Ernie Pyle wasn't the first re- 


porter to make a hero of the in* 
tantryman. He did much more than 
that. He was the first to make the 
nation aware of the .immortal 
dignity of the doughboy, who on 
every'battlefield keep the stature 
of a man in the face of the in- 
dignities of danger, dirt and death, 
hunger and hardship.
